A man, for instance, fell 
down the.' haft of a disused coal pit and 
sustained brain concussion. On recovering 
ha had no recollection of the accident or 
the events just preceding It, although his 
mind was quite clear as to antecedent oc- 
currences. 


What appears to be demonstrated here, 
as explained by some authorities, is the 
fact that n certain interval must elapse be- 
fore our impressions are "fixed" in the 
brain and capable of being afterward 
printed off as memories, the effect of the 
concussion being to dislodge the irnpres 
sions, as it were, or to Interfere with their 
natural and complete registration.—Dr 
Andrew Wilson in London Illustrated

men. But the teien were certainly a glor- 
ious minority. They gave the reports, made 
all suggestions, nominated committees—Q| 
themselves—and, inibhort, they were the 
convention. Not one of the women had 
even.vised her feeble voice in approval or 
protest. 


At Uiis meeting several of the men loud- 


Iv bewailed the fact that society did not 
nspect teachers as it respected lawyers, 
doctors and ministers. They said that they 
were called Miss Nancys and old grand- 
mothers, which terms they did not seem to 
consider respectful They declared that the 
vocation of a teacher was superior in Im- 
portance to that of a lawyer or of a doctor, 
Yea! even of a minister. At this point oi 
the discussion a strange and awful thing 
occurred. A woman rose and said, "Mr. 
President." That woman was young Miss 
Anthouy. This is the way she tells of what 
followed! 


"When the president stepped to the front 


of the platform, he said, 'What will the 
lady have?'—just as if some one had faint- 
ed away or something had happened. The 
thought had never entered that man's 
head, never even cracked tbe shell, that 
one of a thousand women should speak 
w hen there were 800 men present for that 
purpose.

tained that his Arst conclusion was wrong 
uid that In many clouds the density fall* 
tar short of proportionality with the num- 
ber of water particles. Further Investiga- 
tion has satisfied him that the alee of the 
water partlclea changes with the age of the 
cloud. 


The clouds upon which hl» observation* 


wen made a number of rear* ago must, he 
hlnks, have been old clouds, and in them 
.he water particles being comparatively 
arge appeared to be proportional to the 
density. But the later observations were 
nade upon newly formed or young clouds, 
n which the particle* were small la eice. 
mcnV,'"wnlch obTofiui among lT«ng'1fSIn$3, 
has its expression also even in the clouds of 
heaven.—Youth's Companion.

DOMESTIC USE OF ELECTRICITY |

The rapidly multiplying applications j 


of electricity in modern civilization 
have an especial interest to women. 
The use of electricity in the household, 
hitherto mainly confined to lighting 
and to signal bells, promises soon to 
be extended to both cooking and heat- 
ing. 
There seems now to remain only 


the question of comparative cost for 
families of limited incomes to con- 
sider.

The practicability of cooking by 


electricity has been demonstrated be-

course, is the development of heat by 
resistance to the passage of the elec- 
trical current. The broiler for a steak, 
for example, is a porcelain plate, in 
which a network of wires is imbeded. 
The steak rests upon a metal frame- 
work above this bioiler.

knob and the wires become incandes- 
cent, and in four minutes the steak is 
cooked. 
In an oven the heat can be 


regulated to any desired degree, the 
temperature being shown by a ther- 
mometer hanging inside and readily 
seen through a glass door. 
By attach- 


ing an insulated wire to her flatirnn 
the mistress of the laundry can iron 
the most delicate fabrics with exactly 
regulated heat, and with never a stop 
to change. 
By turning a switch at 


the bead of his bed a man can start 
up the electric radiator and warm the 
room before rising to dress. This de- 
vice eliminates from facetious litera- 
ture the old problem as to which of a 
married couple should rise ou"a cold 
winter's morning to light the kitchen 
fire. There are other devices of house- 
hold convenience, too numerous to 
describe, but which may become as 
familiar in domestic economy as the 
gas stove.—New York Press.

AN INDUSTRIAL REVOLUTION 


The Iron and Steel Bulletin in its 


last issue, says; 


U e present below a list of 32 


failures in the iron trade of this 
countrv,which have occurred since the 
lit of January last. 
Inere may have 


been a few other failures which we 
have failed to note. 
We offer few 


comments. 
The record is probably 


the most disastrous six months' record 
which the history of the iron tratis of 
this countiy affords. 
While these 


failures have been occurring prices of 
iron and steel have slowly tended 
toward still lower figures than they 
have previously reached. 


The moment the ceitaiuty of Demo- 


cratic control of the government; in 
all its departments, was understood, 
the downward tendency began in a 
laige number of important industries. 


As compared with this record the 


[lariibon administration was a period 
of almost unbounded prosperity. 


The worst prediction made by Re- 


publicans as to placing the Democratic 
paity in control of national legislation, 
has beon fully leulized. 
The facts of 


experience boar out the views of those 
who believed that great danger was 
involved in the experiment. 


It is impossible to estimate the 


hardship brought about in loss of em- 
ployment and reduction of wages that 
have followed the election of Cleve- 
land. 
In view of the possibility of 


the tin eats of Free Traders being 
carried nut, it may be safely assumed 
that the worst is yet to come. 


The last great period of industrial

His i icape decided mo I took advantage 


of om uf tho over occurring feast days to 
make t ho attempt. The guards were en- 
joriuu tbotnuolv M with their moscal, and 
I was halfway up when unfortunately one 
of thrni cast his eye at the dangerous cor- 
ner and there espied mo. I came down In 
quick time, expecting to be fired on. 


The 10 was a great hubbub among the 


official-i, and tho governor of the prison 
next morning had us all ule out in line be- 
fore hnn to listen to his speech. He was 
very angry, and there publicly authorized— 
nay, 
oidered—the guards to shoot to death 


without further explanation any prisoner 
who might thecccfoith attempt to escape. 


As for mo—at the close of his speech he 


order( d me out of the ranks and into the 
gnardioom, where I found two blacksmiths 
waiting to iron my legs. 


Whi a I went back to my ceil that night, 


it wai with my legs fettered so that I could 
just slop four inches at a time. 


But I did not d(spair. It was true that 


my It «s were shackled, hut I hod still the 
use of my hands. I began at once to plan. 


The prospect was not encouraging. Prom 


carefu 11 r guarded queries put to the other 
prisoners I learned that the main wall was 
6 feet through at the base and that it was 
flanki d on both sides by private houses. 
No chances for escape by boring through 
the TS nil. 


Th( i o was only one way. That wa» to 


From geuert I gossip it was known that 


we were to be nbot on May 5, and it ws» al- 
ready the latt< r part of April. It behooved 
me therefore o make my attempt soon 01 
I chould not e icape at all. 


Still no opportunity that I considered 


suitable offered. I wan waiting for a rainy 
night. With three guards marching back 
aad forth on the root near the top of the 
wall over whi< h I wished to go It would be 
difficult to escape except on a dark night 
arid amid the conflict of the elements. 


Rain even 1 a the rainy season does not 


fall very regi larly in that part of Mexico, 
but when it d >KH it comes down in great 
quantities, as I knew. 


At laxt, on the evening of April 27, a 


•torm broke over the towo. To add to my 
opportunity i, happened that th« town of- 
ficers that eve nlng impounded in the square 
of our prison u number of burros or mule* 
which had b«3n found running loose on the 
Btrecta. The noise made by these animals 
as they coura id around that square squeal- 
ing and kicl.ing while they sought the 
spots most »belt*r«d from the dreadful 
downpour wa» sufficient to drown every 
other. I waited, however, until the guard, 
was changed at midnight, and then I noise- 
lessly snappedmy shackles apart and opened 
my door. 
To steady me In my climb up the per- 


pendicular fi ce of the wall I had torn my 
American blanket into long strips, and 
with those ti id together end to end I had a 
rope over 50 Jeet loug. To the end of this 
ropo I now attached the heavy iron bar 
with which I had been fettered. I found 
j 


my corner occupied by the burro*. Hav- 
ing dislodge 1 them, I threw my grapnel 
boldly Into the air in the direction of>the 
wall. Happily It went over and caught. I 
had no difficulty then In climbing hand 
over hand. 1 a a few minute* I was &-strad- 
dle the wall and caiefully moving away 
from the neighborhood of th» guards. Ik 
was only a s b ort j ump to the root of a neigh- 
boring UOUHI . Thence I reached the ground 
without dl/Bsulty. 


My American friend, Billy Williams, had 


promised im that should I succeed in es- 
caping he would have a rifle and outfit at 
his house. J mode my way thither to find 
Williams out of town. His wife, however, 
fitted me vutwith a long, ugly looking 
Spanish kill "e and a blanket. She also gava 
me enough jerked moat and parched corn 
to last novel al days. 


I sot out nt once, taking an easterly di- 


rection and avoiding the high roads. I 
traveled bj night and lay close by day, and 
never once approached a house until I 
had put 150 miles between myself and that 
prison. 


From a Mexican whom I afterward met 


I learned tliat the old governor raised a 
great rumpus when he found me gone. He 
had his fi'ir cousin, Donna Barbarita, 
brought up before him as an accomplice, 
but he couM learn nothing and was forced 
to dismiss her. The guards did not escape 
so easily, blx months' imprisonment was 
adjudged tbem for their inability topre 
vent my est ape. 
As for my fellow rebels, they were all 


duly shot on the 5th of May—Cinco de 
Maljo—-the great Mexican national holiday.

Surgical operations hav 
Increased by 50 per cent, but they have be- 
come more conservative, and every new ap 
plication o ' surgical science is devoted to 
saving limbs and other parts which in ISSI 
there would be no option but to cut off 
At the same time the mortality has greatly 
decreased owing to improved methods o 
operating and better sanitation and nnrs- 
Ing. In 181 5-6 no less than 13 per cent of al 
operations performed were amputations 
but the irioportion has since graduall; 
dropped to a little more than 2 per cent.— 
Exchange. _

Mr. Jefferson held that the patent system 
was not one for creating revenue, but for 
encouraging a production of that which Is 
to be of benefit to the whole people. In 
the first 12 years a single clerk In the state 
department and a few pigeonholes were 
all that the business ot the office required. 
Then a Dr. Thornton took charge of It and 
devoted himself to it as to a hobby.—Har- 
per's Young People.
